As the result of a tight between 
Charles Lightner of Arlington and an 
Indianapolis & Cincinnati 
Traction 
Company crew one week ago today, 
Lightner has filed suit in the Rush 
circuit court against the I & C. de­ 
manding $2000 damages because he 
was ejected from the ear. The suit 
was filed at four o’clock^ Yesterday 
mr 
afternoon by the plaintiffs defend­ 
ants, Stevens & Carson. 
The encounter on which the suit 
is based happened ^shortly aftef the 
G:09 west bound I;—& C. car pulled 
into the station last Thursday even­ 
ing. 
Several hundred people 
were 
jamming around on the platform and 
in the station, and many more than 
could be loaded on the ear were at­ 
tempting to board it. The large crowd 
was due to the fair which had been 
spoiled that afternoon for a heavy' 
rain. 
I. A 0. officials do not know how 
the fight started but they do know 
that Lightner was put off the car in 
very short order, They heard from 
witnesses to the 
encounter 
that 
Lightner was in toxica ted and it issup- 
posed that his presence was offensive 
which caused him to be thrown off. 
Witnesses to tlie^cene on tile plat­ 
form saw that part of the 
rumpus 
which took place on the platform of 
the car at the 
entrance: 
Several 
people say that 
Lightner had 
tie 
conductor, Roy DeArmon, down on 
the flat of his back and was pound­ 
ing him up considerably when Sara 
Warfel, the motorman on the car, 
came to his mate’s rescue. Warfel, 
according to witnesses, grabbed Light 
ner by the feet and dragged him from 
the car and lie wa> not allowed to 
board it again. 
It is said that Lightner was peeled 
over the eye which blacked it up 
considerably and suffered a few other 
slight bruises. 
DeArmon i- a small 
man and it is said that lie did not 
escape without a few bruises. 
Traction officials say that Light­ 
e r was so incensed that he tore a 
paling off the fence and hung around 
the traction station for some time, 
waiting for the car winch carried the 
train crew that had ejected him. 
If 
is said that lie expressed himself that 
lie was not particular whether or not 
it was the crew which threw him off. 
just so lie. got one of them. 
Lightner alleges in the complaint 
that he was unlawfully ejected from 
the car and was attached and beaten 
up by tile conductor. 
He sets forth 
iii the /complaint that his 
injuries 
amount to a badly bruised eye, a sore 
bead and an injured back which he 
received when he was thrown to the 
pavement. Lightness wife, the com­ 
plaint says, boarded the car and that 
he and she intended to go to their 
home in Arlington.

The Knightstown school board has 
decided upon making the school year 
nine months instead of eight and one- 
half months as heretofore, conse­ 
quently school will begin a week ear­ 
lier than usual, the fall term opening 
September l l . The trustees have se­ 
lected the list of teachers and every 
thing is in'readiness for tile opening 
of school on that date. 


It will be agreeable inforffpation for 
those Rushville persons 
who 
kill 
blackbirds because they are infesting 
their trees un their annual migratory 
trip south that. although the slaught­ 
er of these pests will be a violation of 
the State game laws, it is not likely 
they will be prosecuted for it. 
This statement is in accord with an 
announcement made at the office of 
the State fish and game commission­ 
er, where scores of requests had been 
made for permission to kill the birds. 
No such permision was given, as the 
commissioners hold he has no au­ 
thority to grant any such privilege. 
Blackbirds do not come iii the list 
of birds which the state game law 
exempt from protection, and are pro­ 
tected as fully as the robin or the red 
bird. 
The former stpte administra­ 
tion permitted the birds to be killed 
in villages or in suburbs where they 
became a nuisance, and did not at­ 
tempt to enter prosecutions. 
Jacob Sot tong, chief deputy com-! 
missiuner for the south half of the 
state, said it would be 
useless to 1 
bring proceedings to prosecute per- ‘ 
sons killing blackbirds 
where the}’ 
made themselves a pest, as he did not 
believe, lie said, any court would fine 
a man for killing the birds when they 
became a nuisance. It is only in the 
late summer and early fall, when the 
birds are going south, that they be­ 
come pests. 
The blackbirds 
which 
have 
had 
roosts in trees in North Main, North 
Morgan and 
Perkins 
streets 
for 
years are more numerous this year 
than ever and have extended their 
roosting quarters to the trees in ad­ 
joining street. The bird- literally 
number tens 
of 
thousands. 
Thgir 
chatter frequently disturbs .the whole 
neighborhood and some of Hie lawns 
under the trees have already been 
considerably despoiled. 
Efforts for many years have been 
made to break up the roosts. Roman 
candles and shotguns have been used, 
but with little noticeable effect. Some 
of the citizens say that they do not 
object to a few t h o u s a n d s of the 
birds, but the numbers have become 


so great that the b i r d s art' regarded 
as a pest. 
The state game warden has advis­ 
ed the use of elastic alarm bells in 
trees. 
The citizens say that* this 
means only that the birds 
will 
be 
driven into the next neighbor’s yard.

The b right brothers 
hav e begu n a 
wholesale inju nction 
campaign that, besid es the original 
parties to the W right su its, now in­ 
clu d es the Moisant av iators, Rene Si­ 
mon, Rene 
Barrier and Au d emars, 
Tom Sopwith, the Englishman, who is 
now fly ing a Farman in this cou ntry ; 
Joe Frisbie, two of the Moisant man­ 
agers and some av iators in Detroit. 
Those who ore interested in the fly ­ 
ing machine litigation will remember 
that su its hav e been brou ght by the 
Wright brothers against Glenn Cu rtiss, 
Clau d e Grahame-White, Lou is Pau lban 
and others. 
These su its are set foi 
trial in New York state and city at 
the October term of the cou rts. 
The legal aspect of the fly ing ma­ 
chine situ ation seems to hav e been 
lost sight of by the general pu blic be­ 
cau se so many people were fly ing ap­ 
parently withou t let or hind rance from 
the Wrights. 
Bu t tUe'wid e ex tension 
of the W right su its will again call at­ 
tention to the fact that the basic 
claims of the W rights hav e nev er 
been ad ju d icated . 
If they are settled 
in fav or of the W rights it will mean 
practically the whole fly ing bu siness 
of the world Is In the hand s of the 
W right company u nless somebod y ap­ 
pears with a ty pe of fly ing machine 
abou t which nothing is ev en su spected 
now. 


French M a kers Sued. 
Wilbu r W right has been abroad all 
su mmer giv ing testimony for the pros­ 
ecu tion in France. 
The su its in tha t 
cou ntry are not precisely W right su its. 
The patents of the W right brothers 
were sold to a sy nd icate in France, 
and in d efense of their claims to the 
control of the air this sy nd icate has 
su ed all the French aeroplane makers 
ex cept the Voisins. 
The foreign m a­ 
chines su ch as the Blériot and the 
Antoinette bold ly u se the warping 
wings id entical with those d ev eloped 
by the W right brothers. 
There are a 
score of other French m anu factu rers 
who u se ailerons for lateral balancing 
or some other su bstitu te for actu al 
warping. 
The Voisins 
hav e nev er 
u sed 
either 
contriv ance, 
balancing 
their machines by the rear ru d d er, so 
they are ou t of the field of fire. 
The French cou rt after hearing Wil­ 
bu r W right held thqjt the W right d e­ 
v ice was patentable, bu t appointed a 
commission and gav e it a y ear in 
which to find any prior patents on 
wing warping. 
Su ch patents ex ist, 
bu t the W right brothers were first in 
the field with a motor d riv en machine, 
and whether the old patents will be 
regard ed as inoperativ e by the French 
cou rt is not known. 
The German cou rts, on the other 
hand , hav e alread y established a prec­ 
ed ent by d ecid ing the first su it in fa­ 
v or of the sy nd icate that bou ght the 
German patents from the Wrights. 
In this cou ntry the m atter has been 
v ery open. 
Cu rtiss, Grahame White 
and Pau l ban had been su ed , and there 
was a general d isposition to await the 
resu lt of these trials as blazing the 
way for action in tlie other cases the 
W rights might start were they su ccess­ 
fu l. 
In the meantime, howev er, the 
Wrights had got one other manu fac­ 
tu ring company in this cou ntry to ac­ 
cept a license from them, nu d they 
hav e stated that the new su its are be 
ing brou ght to giv e their licensee the 
worth of his money . 


A n o th e r P a t e n t Inv o lv ed. 
Bu t the situ ation in this cou ntry is 
fu rther complicated than by the ad ­ 
v erse claims of “ailerons” and “wing 
warping.” 
In the backgrou nd there 
is another patent that may any time 
play an im portant part in the litiga­ 
tion. 
It was issu ed in 1903 to Pro­ 
fessor J . J . Montgomery of California. 
Montgomery is a man well known in 
the aeronau tic world . 
His patent was 
for flex ing machine when the wings 
were cu rv ed . 
The patents granted to 
the W rights 
were for flex ing the 
wings of a fly ing machine when the 
wings were flat. 
Now, a fly ing machine with flat 
wings will not fly withou t the appli 
cation of mu ch more power than 
1* 
av ailable ev en with a gasoline engine. 
Tne W rights hav e nev er attem pted to 
bu ild a flat winged machine, bu t hav e 
alway s bu ilt u nd er the Montgomery 
patent. The W rights hav e nev er su ed 
Montgomery , and he has nev er su ed 
them, thou gh It is stated that he has 
sent them letters of warning by way 
of keeping his legal rights aliv e. 
The Montgomery machine was d e­ 
scribed as far back as 18 93, when the 
aeronau tical congress was held in Chi­ 
cago, and there were pu blic ex hibi­ 
tions r f the machine u sed as a glid er 
In California In 1905 . 
W hat will hap­ 
pen if this fresh complication Is in­ 
jected Into the fly ing machine legal 
•ontrov ersy it is hard to say . 
Ev en if an ad ju d ication of the pat­ 
ent controlling the d ominion of the air 
Is mad e this winter the su its probably 
will be kept aliv e by legal motions 
two rears lonsrer.

Insanity Plea Into the Defanse, the 


Prisoner’s

Stand or Fall by the Young Man’s 


Story of His W ife Being Slain by a 


Stranger Along the Highway. 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Aug. 
31.—After the commonwealth’^ law- 
y ears had rested their case, the grave 
business of Henry C. Beattie’s defense 
against the charge of wife m urder com­ 
menced. 
- 
Before his lawy er, Harry Smith, jr., 
had been an hour at work on the 
building of combative evidence against 
the seriouff^ase made out against the 
y oung man by the prosecution, he had 
introduced a witness who swore that 
on the evening of the day when Mrs. 
Beattie was murdered on Midlothian 
turnpike, he had seen a rough-looking 
man answering in a vague way the de­ 
scription of Mrs. Beattie’s assailant, 
as the prisoner himself has given it, 
who was walking along the tracks of 
the Southern railway , 
three 
miles 
away from the scene of the homicide. 
writh a single-barreled shotgun over his 
shoulder. 
Further testim ony tending to trace 
the movements of 
this armed man 
from 5:30, the hour when the first 
witness saw him, up to near 11 o’clock, 
when Mrs. Beattie was fired upon, 
was entered. 
Another witness testi­ 
fied to having seen an unusual looking 
man on the Midlothian turnpike on 
three separate occasions before July 
18, the day of the murder. 
As far as Beattie’s defense has re­ 
vealed itself, it has been shown that 
no attem pt will be made to dodge the 
story which the prisoner has told of 
his wife having been slain by the 
charge of a single-barreled shotgun, 
fired at a range of about six feet by a 
man unknown to Beattie. 
There was 
no hint given of a possible defense of 
insanity , w hich had been rumored dur­ 
ing the early day s of the case; no at­ 
tem pt to establish the ground for a 
verdict of involuntary manslaughter, 
through the mishandling of the gun in 
Beattie’s own hands. 
The y oung m an’s lawy ers have evi­ 
dently decided to stand or fall by the 
highly unusual story that their client 
has interposed in the face of the 
strong circum stantial evidence against 
him; this means that unless they can 
confound the evidence ofT aul Beattie, 
the testimony of that w itness, setting 
forth how Henry made a confession of 
guilt to him and linking Henry direct­ 
ly with the possession of the shotgun, 
admitted to be the weapon of assault, 
will go before the jury as vital proof 
of the y oung man’s guilt. 
The final effort of the prosecution 
before closing its case was to break 
down the unexpected testimony of­

The Postmsster General Announces a T 


Plan 
For 
Introduction 
of 
Parcels 


Pest Service Which He Believes to 


Be Reasonable and Satisfactory, the 
Plan to Be Given Initial Operation 
on the Rural Routes. 


W ashington, Aug. 31.—W hen it be­ 
came known that the federal govern­ 
ment is to go into the express business 
in opposition to the existing compa­ 
nies, something of a sensation was 
ereated 
here. 
Postm aster 
General 
Hitchcock has announced that he is 
in favor of a parcels post and will dis­ 
cuss the subject at length in his next 
annual report. 
But the postm aster general is not 
going to advocate the widespread tak­ 
ing over into the postal service of the 
express business of the country . 
He 
does not propose by a single provision 
of law to take into the mails all the 
parcels up to a given weight, which 
the public might be inclined to send 
through the mails, near or far. 
His plan contemplates the gradual 
introduction of the parcels post sy s­ 
tem, the slow but sure preparation of 
the postal service and its employ es to 
the business within circum­ 
scribed limits, and then its gradual 
extension, until the whole country is 
covered and it will be as easy to send 
a parcel by mail to California for de­ 
livery as to send it to a local merchant 
or from one resident on a rural deliv­ 
ery route to another along the line. 
The postm aster general say s he has 
given careful attention to the whole 
subject. He has finally evolved a plan 
for the postal service of this country 
which he believes to be reasonable and 
satisfactory . 
This plan contemplates 
a trial of the parcels post sy stem, first 
on rural delivery routes. 
The m atter 
to be handled must originate on the 
route and be addressed for delivery to 
a person living along the line of that 
route 
It will not permit parcels 
to be 
mailed in far-off cities and places for 
delivery on that route, nor the mailing 
of parcels on the route for delivery in 
such places. The sy stem will first be 
tried upon one or more routes and 
then extended to others, but will al 
w ay , for the time being at least, 
comprehend purely a local service.
